Ottawa, Nov 6. — There wns a largo 
attendance in tbe Senate to-day. When 
the Governor General came, the galleries 
were crowded and many privileged stran- 
gers wcie present on the floor, among 
them being congressman Prnyn, of A|i' 
bany. Nearly all the senators were: jn, 
their places. Chief Justice Richards and 
other members of the judiciary, witli the 
Iloinnn Cutholic Bidiop of Ouawa and 
several clergymen and ladies, occupied 
seats on the floor. Outside were many 
ladies .in the gallaries in full dress, and 
gentlemen' in evening costnmo, but this, 
stylo was not general. Outside the 
House, the carriage way, from the outer 
gate to the main entrance, was lined with ' 
volunteers and regular troops, and in' 
front of the entrance, a guard of honor of 
ihc Rifle Brigade was drawn up. 

His Excellency drove from the Execu- 
\tivo Council office in a state carriage,

They wilfully avoid 
II knowledge of tho fact that thoy aro 
committing commoroittl suieido. Car- 
ried away with a fallacious notion 
that if ihe Capital bo removed tho 
place will " cavo," thuy demaud that' 
tho intorcbts of tbo whole coun- 
try Khali bo eaorificod to their 
tihort-siglitodness and prcsumpiion. 
Their whole courno has bojn as 
selfish and grasping as that of Victoria 
baa been disinterested and generous. 
Victoria has never rested ber claims 
to tho Capital upon public faith and 
liouor," (although had Bho chosen to 
urge hor right to it upon that ground 
her title would bo indisputable), but 
she has asked that it be located hero 
as a mutter of economy and con- 
venience. Local considtrations have 
never been placed in the scale, nor 
have they carried weight with her 
publ'c men. The good of tho whole 
Colony has been sought, iloro the 
Capital must, sooner or later, by the 
force cf circamstanoes, gravitate, Now 
Westminster opposition to tbe con- 
trary notwithstanding; and if tbe 
miserable shurt-sigbtod policy of tbo 
residents of the town should continue to 
cut it off from communicalioa with tbe 
upper country se veral months of each 
year, should de.stroy its shipping inter- 
ests by preveiiiing the relaying of the 
buoys, and, by placing it out of the 
power of the Government to furnish 
means fur impi'oving the road to 
liurrui d in let, promuto the OBtabli.ih- 
ment of a rival town there to supply 
tho local domaud, and ultimately, that 
of the lower river, the fault will lio 
at their own doors, and not at that of 
the Governor, or ths Surveyor General, 
or tho people of Victoria.

It is nell 
kno^D ibat tbe reindeer, vbich are very 
aba^daol-ia Qreeplapd, go iolo tbe interior 
in the'"spriDgi,Dn^d retiirn fat and good condi- 
tion and it is supposed tbat tbcy bavo Qccees 
during tbe lummer to good pasturage. Tbe 
latest news publishrd from Whymper and 
Brown, is dated July 19, from JaoobshiiyD, a 
villago OQ Disco Bay, ia latitude 09, well 
known to the readers of the travels of Kane 
and Hayes, and selected as being tbo most 
Dorlberly point where an outSt could be ob- 
tained. They write lhat afler many didi- 
culiies, they wera-aboQt to start Ibatnigbt 
(tbe sun boioK well abo'e tbe borizoa at mid* 
Digbt), having with tbem a Scbtobman, a 
Norwegian, n Dane, a halt Dane and a Green- 
lander, with 2L dogs and three sledges. 
They bad been maob tronbled with sickoefs 
amdDg tbe peopio, and also among' Ibe dogs, 
vhioh intarfered greatly with tbe outfit and 
caused much delay. Tbeir collections 
amounted to a largo cuoiber of stone implo- 
nents and other E-quimaus curiosities, 
many plants, and a fair colleciioa of animals. 
Owing to the many obstacles resulting from 
the circumstances referred to, they wore not 
very sanguine ol mccess during tbo present 
season, but were determined to make the at- 
tempt. Of late years epidemic diseases have 
been very prevalent amoog ihe Indians and 
Eaqaiaiaux of Arolio America, measles and 
iofiae.nEAB,aspeoiailji to socb an ezteet as al- 
most to threaten depopalation. It is esti- 
mated tbat oDO'tentb of. tbe popalatioo of 
the Mackenzie river region died from these 
oauaea a few years, ago, and a greater or less 
mortality has prevailed ever since.
